So far, theSpeech may besummed up asa declaration 
of “armed neutrality,” the expression used by Lord 
Derby in his speech at the Mansion House,; but 
the substitution of Lord John Russell's adjectives, 
“strict and impartial,” for the term to which he ob- 
jected, must satisfy that statesman that on the ques- 
tion of war and peace there is no difference between 
Lord Derby and himself. Diplomatic intercourse 
with the Court of Naples has been resumed, it ap- 
pears, in concert with the Emperor of the French. 
so that the charge against Lord Malmesbury of his 
having stolen a march on his Crimean ally falls to 
the ground. 

The somewhat involved sentence in which the 


haps, but a poor mark from a Civil Service Examiner, 
but can hardly be objected to on the score of libera- 
lity and good sense. To a well considered Reform 
Bill her Majesty will assent with pleasure. She 
cannot allow it to take precedence of the Bills for the 
manning of the Navy and for other defensive pre- 
parations. Neither can it be discussed before the 
budget. All this is surely unobjectionable. If there 
remains time, after these measures are passed, to take 
up the subject of Parliamentary Reform, her Majesty's 
ministers will do so this session; if not, they will at 
the commencement of the next. The importance of 
an early as well as a satisfactory settlement of the 
question is fully acknowledged. 

Perhaps the best way to appreciate the merits of this 
speech is to consider the parties whom it will 
excessively disoblige. The smaller German States 
will receive it with unmixed disgust. It is a wet 
blanket to their martial ardour, and com 
them to recognize the disagreeable fact that, if they 
indulge in a war with France they must do só at 
their own expense. All the beer and metaphysics of 
fatherland cannot cloud their perception of the simple 
truth, that England approves of the expulsion of the 
Austrians from Italy, and does not apprehend dan- 
ger from Louis Napoleon. Austria will, no doubt, 
be deeply disappointed to find that the trea- 
ties of Vienna are thought as little of now as they 
were when the free State of Cracow was abolished by 
her and her despotic confederates ; and that in all 
Europe and America there is not a single Power that 
will help her in her unnatural effort to keep a higher 
race under the yoke of an assemblage of coarser and 
lower ones. Her Majesty's speech will displease, 
perhaps, a few antiquated statesmen at home; politi- 
cians who dream that the England of 1859 is the 
England of 1815, and whose conceptions of the balance 
of power have never advanced beyond those of Siú- 
mouth and Castlereagh. It will displease still more 
those politicians, whose access to office would be fa- 
cilitated by a ministerial blunder. Mr. Horsman's

efficient or possible ; and yet, with such interests at 
stake, and such a mission to fulfil, a miserable 
scramble for place is deemed by men who before 
now have wielded the destinies of this empire, as the 
most fitting subject to claim the attentions of the 
British Parliament. We can, indeed, imagine circum- 
stances under which the course adopted by Lords Pal- 
merston and J.Russell would be justifiable in the highest 
degree — gross dereliction of duty or incompetency 
on the part of the Executive, or a tendency to post- 
pone or sacrifice home interests to foreign, would 
even in the present emergency fully justify the ejec- 
tion from power of any Ministry, no matter what 
their politics. But can this case be made? Can it be 
demonstrated that the present Ministry, since their 
accession to power, have betrayed their high trust ? 
Have they been unfaithful or inefficient stewards ? 
Have they lost ground in the opinion of their coun- 
trymen? And, if not, is the business of the country 
to be brought to a stand-still, and our influence abroad 
to be weakened and paralised, merely in order that 
Lord Palmerston may supplant Lord Derby in 
office ? The question is simply, has Lord Derby for- 
feited the confidence of the country? and would the 
country gain by a change of rulers? In considering 
this subject we cannot be unniindful that the tendency 
of public events for the last thirty years is 
to render an independent course of action exceed- 
ingly difficult to any government. The complica- 
tions of interests and parties are such, that any 
Ministry must, toa certain extent, act on the prin- 
ciple of compromise, and have frequently to forego or 
modify their own views and projects, and occasionally 
disappoint their steadfast adherents. Without going 
so far as to say that Lord Derby has proved alto- 
gether an exception to this general rule, but even 
supposing that he has not, where is the fatal blot on 
his administration that demands such signal chas- 
tisement as ejectment from office? The most eager 
and unscrupulous place hunter can scarcely cavil at 
the foreign policy of government. Every exer- 
tion that could be made was made to main- 
tain the peace of Europe, and when peace was 
no longer possible, a dignified Neutrality guarded 
us from entanglement with either belligerent, 
while the most prompt and energetic measures were 
taken to prepare the naval and military defences of 
the country for any emergency that might occur. 
None of the present aspirants to office could indi- 
vidually or collectively have averted hostilities, and 
whatever Government may hold the reins of power, 
the foreign policy of Lord Derby must be theirs also. 
for the simple reason that it is in entire accordance 
with the views of the British public. Nor with re- 
spect to their domestic policy can we discover any 
symptoms of strong national discontent. Their bit- 
terest opponents admit that they have displayed 
more than ordinary administrative ability, and the 
country lays but little stress on their ill-success 
with regard to Reform, inasmuch as that measure 
was the offspring of parliamentary and not of na- 
tional agitation. The country did not require it, 
and cares but little for its fate one way or 
the other. Here we have but little reason to desire 
a change of rulers, for the present Government has 
proved itself a truer friend to Ireland than any of its 
predecessors. The concession of a Packet Station 
to Galway, in the teeth of violent English prejudice 
and opposition, will be gratefully remembered as a 
practical proof of a genuine inclination to do justice 
to Ireland ; and the recent legal appointments are in 
themselves sufficient evidence, that merit apart from 
party considerations will be appreciated and rewarded. 
It is plain too, by the results of the recent Elections, 
that no change of government is desired in this 
Country. Lord Derby has acquired an amount of 
support in Ireland that no Conservative Premier 
ever attained before; and constituencies, which here- 
tofore were the very strongholds of so called Liberal- 
ism have given him their unqualified adherence. It 
has been alleged by an interested opposition, in- 
deed, that the present Government are numericaliy 
too weak to administer the affairs of the country in 
such eventful times. But did the interests of the 
country suffer when they were weaker by thirty 
votes than they are at present ? And will the discor- 
dant elements that have temporarily combined for the 
overthrow of Lord Derby be able to do more for the 
country than he has done? Or can they find any 
common bond of union that will hold them for any 
time together? We can imagine but one mode by 
which the motley crew could act in concert. Unani-

city. We heard from the Austrian accounts that the 
populace were deeply moved while the fight was raging, 
and that fierce commotion and alarming tumults shook 
the city. Our English public, therefore, were justified 
in their conclusion that, supposing the victory to be so 
conclusive as the French rejoicings would bid us to 
believe, the onward movement to Milan would have 
taken place the moment that the covering army had been 
broken. The first telegram, however, that followed 
the announcement of the victory told us that the French 
were resting on the field to complete the reorganization 
of their army. Next arrives the news of Sunday, and 
we are again surprised to find that the Austrians then 
held their head-quarters at Abbiate Grasso. Instead 
of a broken and dispersed multitude, we find 
them still an army in strong position, and 
these vanquished Austrians had on Sunday even re- 
newed the fight, and were making head against the 
French. Now we are told that the troops forced back 
with such slaughter by the French were not the bulk of 
the army which invaded Piedmont, but were princi- 
pally composed of the Divisions of Counts Clam and 
Lichtenstein, which had just arrived from Verona, and 
had marched out of Milan the day before. Yielding to 
a common custom, which has been the cause of frequent 
disaster, Gyulai seems to have engaged his raw levies at 
the earliest moment ; to have fought with them a battl 

of bridges and causeways in a flooded country, 
where he could not deploy into line, and where 
the crowded columns were necessarily exposed to 
a tremendous slaughter from a well-served ar- 
tillery. This might account for a great dispropor- 
tion in the losses of the two armies engaged; but, 
if the great Austrian army which had retreated in the 
direction of Pavia still remained intact, it would seem 
that the defeat of Clam’s Division does not involve the 
defeat of the whole line, and that the strong left wing of 
the Austrian army, which had been strengthened to op- 
pose the French force, still supposed to be massed be- 
tween Alessandria and Stradella, was able to come up 
and dispute the further passage of the French. How 
the battle went on Sunday we are not told upon any re- 
liable authority. Some Austrian newspapers say that 
the French were beaten and forced back across the 
Ticino, and a French newspaper affirms, on the con- 
trary, that the Emperor is within four kilometres of 
Milan. No official or authoritative telegram, however, 
vouches the truth of either of these statements, 
although we have them of later date than the 
night of Sunday. It is true that the Austrians have 
evacuated Milan ; but they left a garrison in the castle, 
which seems to have been capable of overawing the 
city, and, although the telegram which was despatched 
by the French Emperor at 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
seems to infer that this garrison is now withdrawn, yet 
that telegram is not dated from Milan, but simply from 
the French head-quarters. The evacuation of Milan 
would of itself mean little, for at a very early period the 
archives and treasures were sent thence to Verona; 
and we know from former campaigns that it is no part 
of the Austrian system of strategy to defend that city. 
- Upon the whole, the only prudent conclusion from the 
telegrams before us is, that the Austrians are persevering 
in a predetermined plan of retreat, but that they are 
fighting, and not flying. 

That the French gained a great victory on Saturday 
is, we take it, indisputable, and we think we can see 
enough to believe that their tactics were admirable. 
They seem to have completely deceived the Austrians 
into a belief that the attack would come from the neigh- 
bourhood of Alessandria, and would be directed upon 
the Piacenza road. Our correspondent from the Aus- 
trian head-quarters, in the letter we publish to-day, 
divined the truth when he said that in his opinion the 
movement towards Piacenza was but a feint, and that 
the attack would be made from the north-west. A less 
slow-witted enemy might perhaps have seen some imme- 
diate danger when the French refused to receive another 
Austrian flag of truce, the bearers of which, accord- 
ing to the high military authority of Major Dalgetty, 
should be one-third Ambassador and tw6-thirds 
spy ; but the Austrians were undoubtedly lulled into 
security at the point where the French force was so 
rapidly concentrated and so promptly flung upon the 
two beaten Divisions. We are not, as we have already 
intimated, inclined to put much reliance = the tele- 

m which comes by way of Frankfort, and which pro- 
esses to give, as the result of the fight on Sunday, that 
the French were driven back across the Ticino ; but the 
non-arrival of the French at Milan and the ambiguous 
date of the French Emperor's last message do not en- 
courage us altogether to discredit i. It is an element‘ 
only in the general confusion of rdant reports, and 
can only be admitted to lend its slight authority to the 
abundant evidence before us that this great victory of 
Magenta is not so decisive as the French accounts at first 
assured us ; and to make us hesitate, in the absence of 
authoritative statements as to the nature and issue of 
the second battle, which lasted all day Sunday, to say 
whether this great battle is even yet terminated, and, if 
it be, whether it will be known to history asa French or 
as an Austrian victory. 

The Morning Post, on the battle of Magenta, says:— 
The Allies are in Milan. Not more than five days have 
elapsed since they assumed the offensive, and they are 
already in possession of the ancient capital of Lombardy. 
Their progress has been a series of victories. The bat- 
tle of Magenta, in which the Emperor commanded in 
person, had, as we now learn from the additional tele- 
grams, immediate results even more important than 
were at first Not five, but seven, thousand 
prisoners have been taken, and altogether not less than 
twenty thousand Austrians placed Aors de combat. 
France lost two distin generals—Cierc and 
EiPInAsse. General "Mahon, whose skill had so 
greatly contributed to the success of this eventful day, 
was raised on the battle-field to the rank of a Marshal 
of France. 

The position of the Austrians has now become doubly 
critical. The maas of their forces are now at Ab- 
biate-grasso. they will doubtless attempt to 
reach Lodi, on their way to Verona, and Mantua, on 
which it is absolutely certain they must now fall back. 
But the French, already masters of Milan, will probably 
endeavour to intercept their retreat. We may be there- 
to hear of another, more eventful, and, if

“ On the arrival of the regimental staff at the several head- 
quarter stations, all allowances to the acting staff at those 
stations will cease, and the individuals holding these appoint- 
ments will join their respective batteries.” 

Eight soldiers, who arrived in Portsmouth by the Eastern 
Monarch, were left behind in the hospital, whose sickness has 
no connexion with the loss of the ship. Six men have re- 
mained owing to their having wives and children in the hos- 
vitals, suffering from burns and contusions ; one woman— Mrs.

Four children—one who died 
from suffocation at the time of the explosion, one died in 
Haslar Hospital from burns, and two who died on board the 
ship from the effects of the explosion, and whose bodies were 
not recovered. One private soldier, C. Barry, 70th Regi- 
ment, who is returned as “ missing,” is supposed to have 
been drowned in leaving the ship. A subscription has been 
opened for the relief of the unfortunate sufferers by the mili- 
tary authorities, and also by the inbabitants of Portsmouth.

“inhabitants are requested not to be misled out of the 
“good path by these ill-doers.

The Morning Star Correspondent at Berlin on the 
position of Prussia: 
Shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, Austria, 
among her other attempts to draw the German Confeder- 
ation into the conflict, prompted the Hanoverian Go- 
vernment to propose to the Frankfort Diet the advance 
of a Federal Army to the French frontier. Prussia, al- 
though averse to this measure, consented to it solely on 
the condition that this expedition should be placed under 
her exclusive control, and that thenceforth she should 
have the supreme direction of the military and diplomatic 
affairs of the Confederation. These conditions were in- 
sisted upon on these grounds: That the carrying out of 
the measure, in accordance withthe usual working 
of the Federal Constitution, might then involve 
Germany in a war quite unnecessarily, because, 
the Diet deciding by absolute majorities, and the 
philo-Austrian princes being a majority, it would be in 
the power of these potentates to commence hostilities at 
once against France by means of the Federal army; that 
the pettiest sovereign in Germany might have it in his 
power to decide the question of war or peace, through 
the accident, which frequently occurs, of the casting 
vote resting with such an one; and that Prussia, being 
impartial in the quarrel between Austria and France, 
and also having greater interests at stake than any other 
German State, except Austria, in her twofold capacity ofa 
principal member of the Confederation, and one of the 
Five Powers of Europe, is entitled to the exclusive direc- 
tion of German affairs in the present emergency. The 
second-rate States to which I am alluding, such as 
Hanover, Bavaria, Saxony, and electoral Hesse, admitted 
the reasonableness of the claim, but would only accede 
to iton the condition that Prussia, beforehand, guaran- 
teed to Austria her Italian possessions. The 
Prussian Government unhesitatingly refused to do 
anything of the kind, as such a step would at 
once involve the whole of Germany in the war; 
the Emperor Napoleon having declared that his object is 
to drive the Austrians out of Italy. The next stage of 
the negociations was the declaration of the philo-Aus- 
trian princes that they would become the allies of 
Austria, with or without the consent of Prussia, and act 
altogether independent of the latter. To their no small 
amazement and consternation, that power informed 
them through the official channel of diplomacy, as well 
as the Government organs of the press, that she 
would regard such a proceeding as a declaration 
of war. Moreover, the Prussian Government instantly 
adopted measures that seem to menace the second-rate 
sovereigns with coercive proceedings in the event of 
their acting upon their threat. Anarmyof 30,000 men 
has already posted itself on the northern frontier of 
Saxony. Another corps of 50,000 men is now marching 
to Erfurt to be near the central railway of Germany, so 
that Prussia might stop by a demonstration of military 
force in his own territory, and by the effect that proceed- 
ing might have on the attitude of his people towards him, 
the attempt of any of these princes to succour Austria 
by some rash act of hostility agdinst France. Nothing 
further has happened on this querelle Allemande, but it 
is expected that the princes will be frightened into 
giving in to the Prussian demands without imposing the 
condition which they have attempted to do. It is not 
only the attitude of Prussia which is expected to effect 
that result, but likewise the circumstance that their own 
dictatorship.

The Post publishes a despatch. from its Paris corres- 
pondent, dated 10 p.m., last night, but it does not state 
where the Emperor’s head-quarters were, and no date is 
given. The Post sa grog says, by the news from the 
seat of war received to-day, it is stated that Gene- 
rals MacMahon and Reginault de St. Jean Angelo 
are created Marshals of France. General MacMahon 
has received from the Emperor the title of Duc de 
Magenta.

THE JEWISH MEMBERS. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock Baron L. de Rothschild presented 
himself to be sworn, and having objected to subscribe to the 
words “on the true faith ofa Christian,” he was directed by 
the Speaker to withdraw below the bar. 

Lord J. RUSSELL then rose and said,—I now beg to move, 
in accordance with the Act of Parliament,— 

“ That it appears to this House that Baron Lionel de Roths- 
child, a person professing the Jewish religion, and being 
otherwise entitled to sit and vote in this House, is prevented 
from so sitting and voting by his conscientious objection to 
take the oath by an Act passed in the 22nd year of Her Ma- 
jesty, substituted for the oaths of supremacy and abjuration 
formerly tequired to be taken.’ 

Sir G. GREY seconded the motion. 

The SPEAKER.—It is necessary to intimate that any mem- 
ber who has not been sworn should withdraw (A number of 
members withdrew sccordingly.) 

Lord J. RUSSELL.—I now propose the subsequent resolu- 
tion, which is in these terms :— 

“That any person professing the Jewish religion may 
henceforth, on taking the oath prescribed in the Ket passed 
in the 22nd year of her Majesty, entitling him to sit and vote 
in the House, omit the words ‘and I make this declaration 
on the true faith of a Christian.’ ” 

Mr. NEWDEGATE.—The House is now proceeding in 
accordance with the Act of the 2ist and 22nd Vict., c. 49, and 
in accordance with the report of the committee appointed at 
the close of the last session to ascertain the course of pro- 
ceeding under that Act. I was a member of that com- 
mittee, and therefore I probably may be more cognizant of 
what passed than some others. As the report of the com- 
mittee was presented 80 lately as the lith of April last, and 
as the standing order founded upon it was not adopted by the 
house until the 14th of April, many honorable gentlemen who 
were not members of the last Parliament may not be aware 
that it was decided that each newly-elected House of Com- 
mons on its first assembling should decide for itself whether 
those who do not profess the true faith of a Christian 
shall have seats within its walls or not; and it was further 
specially decided that this question should not be raised un- 
til the fourth day on which your members come to take 
the oaths ; and for this obvious reason, that had this question 
been proposed on the first day of our meeting the house would 
not have been in a position to adopt the motion which has been 
moved by the noble lord the member for the city of London. It 
is well known that I feel strongly that the house should be Chris- 
tian by its constitution: that it is the representative of a Chris- 
tian nation, and that it isin accordance with the constitution of 
this country as re-established at the Revolution of 1688 
that the House should be Christian, as all the leading function- 
aries of the State are Christian, and as, up to this time, this 
House has been Christian. I will not go into the large ques- 
tion which has been long debated in this House; but | am 
sure that the House will not think it 3 sc” tn me, entertain- 
ing these strong convictions, still to declare my opinion that 
the House by its whole constitution should remain what it 
has been for years—Christian ; because if we admit those who 
reject Christianity we have no longer the power of appealing 
to the great code of Christianity as forming our rule of right 
as distinguished from wrong in our corporate capacity. I feel 
that I must not travel intothose questions, but I wish to impress 
upon hon. members who come here for the first time that they 
have now to decide for themselves and for the house this question, 
which has been so long debated—whether this House shall re- 
main based on the constitution as established in 1688 ? Persons 
who entertain revolutionary opinions cavil at that establish- 
ment; but I feel deeply upon this question, because it in- 
volves that establishment to its very base.

LORD ELGLIN ON CHINA. 

The Judges were entertained by the Lord Mayor at 
the Mansion House last evening. The Lord Chancellor 
returned thanks for the House of Lords, Lord Justice 
Turner for the equity judges, and the Lord Chief Baron 
for the other judges. 

The Lord Mayor then gave the “ The Earl of Elgin,” 
of whose eminent diplomatic services he gave a brief 
outline. 

The Earl of Elgin, after some brief preliminary re- 
ference to the circumstances under which he went on 
to China, said—I have just been in a country which 
boasts of its laws. Now these laws certainly contain 
many things deserving of commendation, and not wholly 
unworthy of our imitation. They profess a pure and 
elevated morality; but one thing neutralises all their 
merits, viz., the want of integrity of those who administer 
them, The administration of the law is not wholly 
above suspicion, and this gangrene penetrates the whole 
moral and political system of China, and produces every- 
where corruption and decay. Therefore it is a great 
pleasure to a wandering Englishman like me, on re- 
turning home, to find that, for integrity, wisdom, learn- 
ing, and impartiality, the judges of his country are 
as distinguished as they ever were, and are held in as 
high estimation by ,the public; and I believe that, 
89 long as a wandering Englishman makes this dis- 
covery on his return, he may cherish the conviction 
that the foundation on which our social and political 
fabric rests is sound and lasting (cheers). But while 
casting this reflection on the administrative system of 
China, it is fair I should say that it provides some 
securities against maladministration, which, according 
to received opinions, ought to be highly efficacious. 
In the first place, all candidates for vacancies 
in the public service of China have to pass 
through that ordeal vhich many ardent reformers bu 
think presents an infallible test, not only of capacity, 
but of all the virtues. They all have to go through the 
ordeal of a competitive examination, but in a rather 
different form from what we adopt. Now, it is a mat- 
ter of custom, or rather of positive enactment, in this 
celestial land that every official of high rank—for this 
privilege is only confined to such persons—accepts his 
position with the comfortable assurance that if he fails 
to extricate himself creditably out of his difficulties 
and embarrassments, he will sooner or later terminate 
his career be decapitation (laughter). No doubt that 
system has some inconveniences which press some- 
what hardly on individuals, but it provides vacancies, 
and its effects in that way are undoubtedly all-powerful 
encouragement to enterprising young men desirous of 
entering the public service (laughter). But I cannot 
help sometimes thinking that if that practice was intro- 
duced into this country it would at first, at least, pro- 
duce considerable perturbation among the heads of pub- 
lic departments (laughter). At any rate it would have 
a powerful tendency to reduce that plethora of prime 
ministers—that determination of blood to the head-— 
which would seem to be the disease, judging from present 
appearances from which England is likely to perish (laugh- 
ter). However, my experiences in the East lead me to the 
conclusion that competitive examinations, even when 
completed by decapitation, are not an adequate sub- 
stitute for that morality which is the product of the free 
institutions and the Christian training of England 
(cheers).

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH, Westminster, JUNE 6.

THE QUEEN V. THE BISHOP OF CHICHESTER. 

Mr. Boviit, Q.C. (with whom were Dr. Swabey and Mr. 
Rochfort Clarke) moved for a rule calling upon the Bishop 
of Chichester to show cause why a mandamus should not 
issue, commanding him to issue a commission for the pur- 
pose of making inquiry as to certain charges and r ts in 
circulation against the Rev. Richard William ll, 
rector of Woollavington—cum-Graffham, in the county of 
Sussex, and diocese of Chichester, and to take such steps 
thereon as might be required by the Act of Parliament the 
8d and 4th of Victoria, cap. 86. under which the application 
was made. ‘The learned counsel said the application was made 
on the part of the Kev. Charles Portales Golightly, of Ox- 
ford. ‘The object of the application was to obtain an inquiry 
into certain charges and reports which were in circulation 
against the Rev. W. Randall, the rector of Lavington, and to 
compel the Bishop of Chichester to issue his commission for 
that purpose. 

Lord CAMPBELL said the application was rather a startling 
one at the first impression. 

Mr. Boviit said he was not aware that on a lous occa- 
sion their Lordships had expressed an opinion that it was dis- 
cretionary in the Bishop to issue a commission under this Act, 
but he should contend that it was imperative. 

Lord Campnec_i.—Do you say the Court of Queen’s Bench 
is to say whether this is a fit case for the Bishop to issue a 
commission in / 

Mr. DomviL.e said his contention was that the Bishop was 
bound to issue a commission, if facts were brought before him 
which the ecclesiastical law recognised as a groand for 
proceeding. The parish of Lavington was within the 
diocess of the Bishop of Chichester, and was the parish 
of which the Rev. Archdeacon Manning was formerly 
rector, before he seceded from the Church of England and 
joined the Church of Rome. On Archdeacon Manning's 
secession the Reverend Richard William Randall be- 
came the rector. The patron of the living was the 
Bishop of Oxford, who was also a resident, and owner of the 
principal part of the lands in the parish, but he was no party 
to the present proceedings. After the Rev. W. Randall, the 
new rector, came into the parish certain practices were in- 
troduced, and a mode of conducting Divine service was 
adopted which gave great offence to the inhabitants. ‘The 
learned counsel here read several passages from an affidavit 
made by the Rev. Edward Randall, the curate, who was no 
relative of the rector of the same name, which set forth 
the practices, &c., which the rector had adopted. It ap- 
peared that the rector assumed, as a part of his dress, a cas- 
sock, similar to that worn by priests of the Church of 
Rome; that on various occasions he crossed himself on his 
forehead and on his breast; that in reading the prayers 
he turned his back to the congregation ; and during the com- 
munion service, instead of standing, as directed by the Rubric, 
at the north side of the Communion table, he stood in front 
of the table, with his back to the congregation ; and that on 
one occasion, when the curate (the Rev. Edward Randall), 
after the Communion, read the prayer beginning “ Almighty 
and ever-living God,” é&c., the rector (the Rev. Richard W. 
Randall), severely reproved him for so doing, saying it was 
not a sacrificial prayer, and he must not use it any more. 
The affidavit also stated that the linen clothes in use at the 
Communion, were edged with fringed end worked lace of 
various kinds, and embroidered with red and black crosses. 

Lord CAMPBELL—Are we to say whether or not that is 
according to the Rubric ?

This paper was not read at length by the learned counsel, but 
its contents are so extraordinary that we copy it verbatim 
from the curate’s affidavit.

The Bishop's letter then went on to condemn the curate for haste 
and precipitation in forwarding the letter to the Bishop with- 
out asking the rector for an explanation, which he could have 
obtained from him on the day following the Gne on which he 
wrote. It also condemned him for ingdbordination towards 
hinsself Bi say ing— 

“ Sauna Be you do nót wait for what I may 
judge or do, but you a at once over me to The Times 
newspaper, and, not satisfied with this, you next appeal to

The Bishop thereupon reproved the curate for his unclerical 
and contemptuous conduct towards his Bishop, and exhorted 
him to be less precipitate and more circumspect in future. The 
Bishop’s letter then proceeded thus :— i 

“ Now, I have not allowed myself to be biased by this ex - 
traordinary conduct on your part. You know I have listened 
to and received all you had to say or write. If the rector 
were unfaithful I was bound to inquire into charges to that 
effect, however strangely they might be alleged before me. I 
have done so, and done it fully, and am thankful to be able to 
expect (?) he stands in my judgment clear and upright.” 

The letter concluded by informing the curate that his con- 
tinuance at Graffham could be productive of comfort and 
of good neither to himself or anybody else; that the parish 
could not be in a settled state while he (the curate) was 
there ; and, as the curate had said he should leave at Lady- 
day, the Bishop trusted that would be carried out, and 
that the less he (the curate) was there the better. The 
learned counsel then proceeded to read some further cor- 
respondence, from which it appeared that on the 10th of 
March the Bishop of Oxford wrote a letter to the curate, 
in which he required that the testimonials which he gave him 
“before his recent disgraceful conduct” might be returned, 
and enclosing a similar letter from Archdeacon Randall, the 
rector’s father. Some question having arisen between the 
curate and his rector as to his notice to leave, the curate re- 
turned to Lavington, and matters remained in the same state 
till the month of August in the same year, by which time the 
dispute had attracted considerable attention in the county of 
Sussex, and a discussion on the subject had taken place in 
the National Standard newspaper. On the 7th of Septem- 
ber, 1858, the Rev. R. W. Randall, the rector of Lavington, 
addressed a letter to the editor of the National Sta rd, 
enclosing for publication a letter which he had received from 
the Bishop of Chichester, dated the 4th of September, 1858, 
and also a copy of the Bishop’s letter to the curate of the 
24th of February, 1858, the principal portion of which 
latter letter are above set out. The learned counsel read 
both these letters, which were much to the same effect, 
exculpating the rector, and condemning the” curate for his 
precipitation and insubordination, alludingf especially to 
what the Bishop termed the curate’s extraordinary unclerical 

oceeding in appealing to him (the Bishop), and before he 
had a single line from him bringing him under the lash of 
The Times newspaper, and under the reproval of others, 
to whom, the Bishop said, he supposed the oprate looked up 
as in authority. In order to show the scandal which these 
charges and complaints against the rector of Lavington had 
occasioned, the learned counsel also read an extract from a 
leading article in the National Standard of the 18th Septem- 
ber last, in which the writer said :-- 

“ These repeated imputations of false doctrine against the 
clergy of the English Church are working inconceivable mis- 
chief. The scandal is becoming intolerable. The stain af- 
fects the whole body, and must be wiped out. Unless judicial 
investigation takes place, and notorious offenders are brought 
to justice and condignly punished for their heresy, the whole 
Church will unquestionably suffer in the estimation and af- 
fections of the people. Something must be done. The faith 
for which our martyrs died must be ‘ vindicated.’ ”

HOW PECULATION IS PREVENTED AT THE 
ROYAL MINT. 

The means employed at the: Royal Mint for the pre- 
vention of peculation is a subject of interest to the pub- 
lic; and visitors to that remarkable manufactory, bewil- 
dered, with the sight of thousands of pounds’ worth of 

us metals scattered around them in apparently 
ess profusion, inevitably ask the question of their 
guide, “ How are losses avoided ?” It will be our task 
to explain the arranggments ip existence for protecting 
the valuable materials intrusted to the Queen’s money- 
makers for conversion into coin, and to show how it hap- 
ns that, under the judicious mastership of Dr. Gra- 
an, little or no loss occurs in the various manipula- 
tions to which gold and silver are submitted in their 
transit as ingots from the Bank of England to their 
return to it from Tower-hill as current coin of the 
realm. 
. At the head of each room wherein the necesssary 
operations are carried on is a responsible officer, who has, 
during the day, complete control over a “stronghold” 
built of stone, and having an iron door fitted wih two 
admirably constructed locks, Imagining, then, that a 
coinage of gold is being executed, that the whole of these 
strongholds are filled with rich yellow metal in its various 
stages of progress, that it is eight o’clock in the morning, 
and that all the workmen ard boys are assembled, let 
our readers suppose that a portion of the contents of 
these golden reservuirs is then brought forth to be for- 
warded on its important mission. In order, however, 
that our explanation may be the more clear we will take 
the liberty of numbering the rooms or officers afore- 
named, as 1, 2, 3, and 4,and then enumerate their duties 
and practices, so far as regards safe custody of the 
metal. No. I has charge: of the rolling-room, in 
which place the the first change from the rough 
bar of the melting house towards the bright 
and cheerful-looking sovereign takes place, and receives 
from the master-melter a detachment of gold bars, with 
a certificate of their weight as per mint office scales. 
As, however, it is a rnle in the mint to take nothing of 
the kind upon trust, No. 1 straightway causes the whole 
detachment, in companies of five or six, to be passed 
through his own scales, noting in the room journal 
their aggregate weight, with such difference plus or 
minus as haply he may find, compared with that with 
which he has been debited. No. 1 thus becomes pro tem., 
sole proprietor of a number of bars of gold, the weight 
of which, to the hundredth of an ounce, he, of his own 
knowledge is assured. He next gives out a sufficient 
quantity of them to last his workmen a given time, and 
locks up [the rest in his stronghold. ‘the lamination 
now commences, and the rigid bars—thanks to the 
action of powerful mnchinery which never tires, and 
the activity of'workpeople, who are paid by the 
piece, but who sometimes do tire even of money-making 
—are attenuated until they become mere ribands. These 
are brought, of course, to a gauged thickness and width, 
their waste ends are cut off, and with all splinters, 
fragments, and scraps, they are made ready for weigh- 
ment once more. Accurate weighing, and a perfect 
knowledge of the extent of}! any variation which may 
have resulted from any part, of the working processes, 
enable the officer now to determine, to the hundredth of 
an ounce—the smallest detimal weight used in this 
branch of the establishment}—whether he has received

His whole career has anticipated every breath of censure 
He has worked hard to introduce valuable improve- 
ments in each branch of the service ; he has voluntarily 
stripped himself of that patronage which, in the hands of 
the Commander-in-chief, was a means to political ends 
The schemes of military education adopted at the in- 
stance of his Royal Highness shut out the ignorant and 
incompetent, in the first instance, and the Staff College, 
another of his bantlings, excluded the unqualified mere 
men_of family from thestaff. The evidence of the Duke, 
before the very army commission alluded to by the Scots- 
man, showed his anxiety to be deprived of the onerous 
duty of selection for regimental command. In short, 
every step he has taken, from first to last, has left malice 
and disappointment utterly without ground for repre- 
hension.— United Service Gazette.
